New Gas And Oil Regulations Now In Effect

The new gas and oil regulations 
as issued from Ottawa went into 
effect this week. Gas and oil can 
only be sold from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. on week days and Saturdays. 
No fuel can be sold on Sundays. 
Another clause in the regulations 
is the fact that gas and oil must 
be on a cash basis. 

Garage employees’ working 
hours will of necessity be arrang¬ 
ed so that they will cease work 
at 7 p.m. Coleman has a by-law 
in effect which prohibits mechani¬ 
cal repairs after 6 p.m.

“In this war we s.eek no material 
gain. We pursue no selfish ambition. J 
We claim neither territory nor prize. J 
We have but one aim—to break the J 
power of the tyrant Hitler so that 
nations may be free to work together j 
to build a saner and happier world [ 
in security and at peace.” 
i "The head of the German state 
stands condemned by his own deeds 
as a man of perjured faith. We are 
not in any circumstances prepared to 
negotiate with him at any time on 
any subject. 

“We shall intensify our war effort 
until he and all he stands for are 
utterly destroyed . . .” 

Mr. Eden referred to the flight of 
Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s deputy, to 
Scotland, observing: 

“However little the German peo¬ 
ple may be encouraged to speculate 
or reflect, there are some who begin i 
to see the perils ahead and are cor- j 
respondingly anxious and perplexed, j 

"Resultant confusion of thought J 
finds expression in a strange variety 
of ways, including the parachflte 
descent of a deputy fuehrer on a 
Scottish farm. 

"We shall no doubt see stranger 
happenings than that before we are 
through with the men who now rule 
Germany.” 


London.—Foreign Secretary Eden 
reaffirmed Britain's determination to 
destroy Hitler and all he stands for. 
“We ^.r? not in any circumstances 
prepared to negotiate with him at 
any tirhe on arty subject,” Mr. Eden 
told an outdoor meeting. "We are 
all out Iq ,beat Hitler. We shall not 
let go until we have done the job 
and we welcome all those who will 
give us a hand to finish it.” 

Mr. Eden added the warning that 
“we should make the greatest mis¬ 
take were we to imagine that exten-1 
sion of the conflict into Russia jus¬ 
tified us in relaxing our vigor even 
for an instant.” 

“On the contrary,” he said, “this 
latest example of the insatiable Ger¬ 
man appetite should cause those in 
all countries who treasure their free¬ 
dom to redouble their efforts. 

"In the next few months, the war 
will be intensified. The pace will 
quicken, and so must our own enter¬ 
prise. 

Eden predicted a new German 
peace offer and rejected it in advance. 
“We anticipate that Hitler, at a mo¬ 
ment he considers opportune during 
his campaign in Russia, will seek to 
present himself in another of his 
occasional theatrical roles,” Mr. 
Eden told an outdoor meeting at 
Leeds. 

"This time, his make-up will be 
that of the man of peace. Internal 
conditions in Germany may make 
this false posturing necessary for him 
for a spell. He will offer smooth as¬ 
surances and specious promises to 
the hope of liming some foolish birds. 
It might, therefore, be useful that I 
should now declare the position of 
His Majesty’s government in respect 
to any peace offer by Hitler. 

“Russian forces are putting up 
stiff and stubborn resistance. 

"We shall do our utmost to help 


Cairo.—General Sir Archibald Wa¬ 
vell, in a farewell interview before 
leaving to become commander-in¬ 
chief in India, summed up the war 
situation in the Middle East, giving 
the main points as follows: 

Syria: Things a bit sticky. Pro¬ 
gress has been slow but is continuing 
and we hope to overcome Vichy re¬ 
sistance before long.” 

Western desert: “Things in the 
western desert are satisfactory . . . 
the morale of all troops is remark¬ 
ably high.” 

Gen. Wavell told a group of corre¬ 
spondents attached to his headquart¬ 
ers that the German attack on Russia 
gives the British Middle East forces 
a breathing spell to consolidate their 
gains. 

In a remark which he did not 
amplify he told the newsmen: “Per¬ 
haps I’ll see some of you correspond¬ 
ents in India.”

“ noTes and comments 

Jr * * * * « 

L EADERS of governments and political parties are 
supposed to lead. Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King and Conservative Leader Hanson haVe both tour¬ 
ed western Canada, Both have given addresses on 
issues of the day without committing themselves; with¬ 
out giving leadership to the masses. When virile 
leadership is needed, such as Winston Churchill is 
giving to the British people, it is sadly lacking in Can¬ 
ada. Instead of the government or the Opposition 
showing initiative, they are simply waiting till public 
opinion is sufficiently strong or organized to. make 
them do something more than utter mere platitudes. 
Ordinarily a government moves no faster than public 
opinion compels it to—that is under normal conditions 
pertaining to Democratic nations. 

T AKE our provincial premier—he’s different. He 
led his people into a visionary promised land, 
where dividends would be paid monthly, credit would 
be unlimited and by some mythical reasoning or jug¬ 
gling it would not be necessary to pay taxes. Black- 
more down at Ottawa tried to tell the government 
how the cost of the war should be financed. Social 
credit leaders captured the imagination of the people, 
even though their rosy promises could not be ful¬ 
filled. Of course, they promised something for noth¬ 
ing—always a good lure to entice people to take a 
chance, as they will at the circus or the midway, or 
in a raffle for a prize. But it shows that public opinion 
can be swayed or led, otherwise so many Albertans 
would not have blindly followed the lead into this 
make-believe-land of Social Credit. 

A LL across Canada there is a growing demand for 
“all out” effort on the part of Canada in the war. 
Many country weeklies—which are nearer to the pulse 
of the great masses of the people than mediums .of 
much larger circulations—confirm this. Here is a 
sample from the weekly newspaper of Bowmanville, 
Ontario (The Canadian Statesman) which is typical 
of many others: 

“Get ready for it whether you like it or not; 
whether it means unity or disunity; party political 
oblivion or gory demonstrations, for the four¬ 
square, firm-jawed British element in our popu¬ 
lation which carried the weight in 1914-1918 is 
assuming a grim determination that no element 
or elements within our national boundaries can 
stand against an all-out eff ort, to preserve British 
freedom. We have observed the press reports 
from side-line correspondents giving a picture 
of the progress of Prime Minister King in the 
West, acting as his own recruiting sergeant; and 
from a careful sum-up, it looks as though he is 
getting prepared for a move of some sort which 
will meet majority wishes. And it is almost abun¬ 
dantly clear that he went west, not to study de¬ 
fences, because he is just 27 years short of being 
a military expert. In other words, the last war 
broke out in 1914. 

“It is abundantly clear that he went west to 
study at first hand the political situation, because 
he has been for some thirty years or more a politi¬ 
cal expert. Now he has found out for himself 
and probably from Mr. Gardiner too, just how 
he must shape his course to meet his boast of an 
“all-out” effort which Britishers demand and at 
the same time circumvent his “no conscription” 
promise of March, 1940, and subsequently. This 
holding fast to the backing of 64 solid seats from 
one province must dissolve in the face of the 
growing determination so manifest elsewhere 
today.” 

I T seems so ludicrous that funny stunts are put 
on to boost the war effort. Take the Victory Torch 
episode. It stirred up enthusiasm, to raise over six 
hundred million dollars for the Victory Loan, but the 
people would have subscribed it anyway even had 
there been no symbolic torch. It was a demonstration 
of the determination of Canadian people to back up 
an all-out effort to help win the war. Then there 
was that proclamation read by mayors which it is 
safe to say did not influence recruiting, for there were 
no young men on hand to hear it read. There does 
seem so much time and effort wasted which could be 
used far more profitably in direct action. Almost 
every morning newspaper offices are deluged with a 
lot of useless material from government departments 
which cost a lot of money and is of very doubtful 
value towards the war effort. This morning, as an 
instance, there arrived 28 pages of foolscap size 
mimeographed copy ostensibly for publication. A 
newspaper would have hardly any room for any other 
material if it used it, so 99 per cent of it goes to the 
waste paper basket, with a sigh that so much time 
and wasted effort counts for practically nought. It 
is these things that bring home to us the appalling 
waste on the part of government departments and 
makes us question how much of the vast sums being 
raised to prosecute the war are beipg uselessly ex¬ 
pended. If private business were carried on by 


similar methods, there would be 
some appalling deficits marked 
up on financial statements each 
year. 

T HERE, IS one bright spot in 
our Canadian war effort, and 
that is the rapidity with 
lwhich the Royal Canadian Air 
Force is turning out airmen under 
the British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan. From service fly¬ 
ing schools throughout Canada 
a steady stream of gallant young 
men are going overseas to build 
up the mighty air armada which 
will seal the fate of Hitler and 
his gangsters. Winston Church¬ 
ill’s address on Monday were 
heartening to the people through¬ 
out the Empire, and must also 
have been encouraging to those 
subjugated peoples at present 
under the iron heel of the Huns. 
They were the most cheering mes¬ 
sages the prime minister has utter¬ 
ed since war began, though he 
did not minimize the danger which 
still exists and against which he 
urged the ,people to steel their 
powers of resistance. Churchill 
is really a great leader, symbolic 
of the tenacity of the British bull¬ 
dog. Hitler must have gnashed 
his teeth when he heard the cheers 
of the people during the broad¬ 
cast—the cheers of people who 
had suffered the most terrible de¬ 
vastation that could have been 
visited upon them. 

Pay The Premium 

Apart from the natural beauties 
that are an ever-present lure and 
attraction to tourists in Canada, 
the premium on United States 
dollars is the greatest possible 
aid to promotion of traffic from 
that country. In terms of dol¬ 
lars, it provides a bonus of ten 
percent. One enterprising group 
has pictured it as “one day free 
in ten.’ To others, it is a pleas¬ 
ing novelty. 

For any one of these conceptions 
to be effective, the premium must 
be paid by the Canadians cater¬ 
ing to the tourist . It is not only 
a national service to pay the prem¬ 
ium, paramount in wartime, but 
it is the law as well. It is an 
offence, punishable by severe pen¬ 
alties, to accept United States 
currency at anything other than 
the official rate. 

Because Canada is in urgent 
need of United States dollars to 
buy aeroplanes and other vital 
war equipment in the U.S.A., this 
American currency should be turn¬ 
ed in to the banks without undue 
delay. It is an offence to hold 
it for more than a reasonable 
period of a few days after it has 
been received. 

No Canadian loses by payment 
of the premium. Merchants, hotel- 
keepers and others pay the cur¬ 
rent premium of ten percent and 
the bank pay out a like premium 
in receiving the American cur¬ 
rency. The premium is ten per¬ 
cent, whether it be for U.S. paper 
currency, bank cheques, travellers’ 
cheques or silver. 

It is a national service and a 
patriotic duty—PAY THE TOUR¬ 
IST HIS PREFIUM. 


Ever since the time of Hippo¬ 
crates (400 B.C.) huge tides of 
flu have washed the world. These 
epidemics have not always run 
in cycles of 20 years. In modern 
times the span between them 
seems to be about 3 decades. A 
wave of flu inundated Europe and 
the North American continent 
during the 1830’s. There were 
others in 1847, 1889 and the great¬ 
est scourage of the kind in his¬ 
tory occurred just after the last 
war in 1918-19, which killed more 
than 20 millions of people all 
over the iworld and more than 
half a million in the U.S. and 
Canada. 

The cause is a number of mys¬ 
terious germs only one group of 
which, the influenza virus A was 
identified seven years ago. This 
virus is now rampart on the 
Pacific Coast. 

Under mild and smiling skies, 
an epidemic of influenza flared 
recently in California; swept into 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Ari¬ 
zona, Nevada and New Mexico. 
Fortunately the visitation was 
a mild one. The victims had only 
slight fever, sniffles, headache, 
sore limbs, backache and a tight 
fleeing in the chest. Los Angeles 
had 50,000 cases with but 70 deaths, 
most of these toeing due to term¬ 
inal pneumonia. The schools with 
over 700 pupils had about 29 per 
cent of the children ill, tout very 
properly the schools still carried 
on. Half the pretty girls of Hol¬ 
lywood were sick in bed—the 
proper place for them. Sixteen 
members of the University of 
Southern California Football team 
were put out of business. Hospital 
staffs were sadly depleted. Men in 
training camps to the number of 
1400 were down with flu.

N ova Scotia went back more 
than 300 years for the plans 
which were used in reconstruct¬ 
ing the Port Royal Habitation, 
wjiich housed the first Europeans 
to settle in America north of the 
Gulf of Mexico — and which was 
recently opened to the public by 
the Hon. T. A. Crerar, Minister 
of Mines and Resources. That 
famous fort, where Champlain 
Instituted the Order of the Good 
Time, stands today as it did 
when hardy French explorers 
made it their headquarters In 
1605. 

The rambling log buildings, as 
much like the original as human 
ingenuity could make them, are 
the product of Nova Scotia 
craftsmen. Hand-hewn beams 
and floor boards are pegged Into 
position; wrought-iron hinges 
hold the doors and solid shutters 


in place, and other hand-worked 
iron Is used for bars on the win¬ 
dows and decorative work. 

If It Is possible for one place 
to be "more historic” than an¬ 
other, this one can be described 
only In superlatives. DeMonts 
and Champlain arrived in Anna¬ 
polis Basin in 1604 and named It 
Port Royal. The Fort built in 
the following year was the scene 
of battle after battle between the 
French and English and had ac¬ 
tually changed hands eight times 
by 1710 when It was finally cap¬ 
tured by a strong expedition of 
New England troops from Bos¬ 
ton. The name was changed to 
Annapolis Royal in honor of 
Queen Anne who then occupied 
the English throne. 

The reconstruction of the an¬ 
cient habitation at Annapolis 
Royal — to give it Its modern 
name — has attracted wide at¬ 


tention in Canada and the United 
States. Many Individuals and or¬ 
ganizations have donated old 
records, furnishings and other 
articles to lend to the authenti¬ 
city of this famous site, 20 miles 
from Digby by Dominion Atlan¬ 
tic Railway. Digby is the west¬ 
ern waterway entrance to Nova 
Scotia, connection with Saint 
John, N.B., being maintained by 
the S.S. Princess Helene. Other 
famous military structures still 
standing at Annapolis Royal in¬ 
clude the ramparts of Fort Anne. 
The park, 28 acres in extent, in¬ 
cludes a later French fort com¬ 
pleted in 1707 and captured in 
1710, and the officers’ quarters 
erected by the British a few 
years later. Layout shows the 
Port Royal Habitation; the well 
house, and a view showing the 
care with which the hand-hewn 
beams were put in place.

CHRISTIANITY EXPANDS IN 
ASIA 

Golden text: So mightily grew the 
word of the Lord and prevailed. Acts 
19:20. 

Lesson: Acts 19:1—21.17 

Devotional reading: Ephesians 2: 
1 - 10 . 

Explanations and Comments 

Two Fruitful Years at Ephesus, 

Acts 19:8-10. At Ephesus Paul fol¬ 
lowed his customary method of 
preaching first of all to the Jews, but 
when they refused to heed him and 
spoke evil of "The Way”—the life 
that accorded with the way of Christ 

he left their synagogue with his 
disciples and preached for two years 
in the lecture-room of Tyrannus, con¬ 
tinuing his labors till "all those that 
dwelt in [the provinces of] Asia 
heard the word of the Lord, both 
Jews and Greeks.” 

Notorious Riot, Acts 19:23-41. 
The goddess Diana (Artemis), whose 
chief temple was at Ephesus, was the 
mother-goddess, the godde^ of fer¬ 
tility, “the fountain of nourishment, 
the reproductive power that kept the 
great world ever the same amid the 
constant flux of things." Her shrine 
was constantly visited by crowds of 
pilgrims, and the making of minia¬ 
ture shrines for them and for the 
Ephesians was an important industry 
in Ephesus. There were tiny shrines 
which were worn as amulets, larger 
ones which were offered as gifts to 
the goddess, or were kept in the 
homes and even placed in the grave 
beside the corpse “as a sign that the 
dead had gone back to the mother 
who bore him.’ Many of these little 
shrines made of marble or terra cot¬ 
ta have been found, but none of sil¬ 
ver, the latter having been melted, 
no doubt, because of their intrinsic 
value. It was among the makers of 
these small shrines that no small stir 
arose concerning Christianity, or the 
Way. 

There was even danger, so De¬ 
metrius told his fellow craftsmen, 
that the temple of the great goddess 
Diana would fall into disrepute, that 
she would lose her eminent position. 

At this they were filled with wrath 
and cried, Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians. The city was filled with 
confusions. Gaius and Aristarchus, 
Paul’s companions, were seized and 
rushed by the mob into the theater. 
Paul would have gone into the the¬ 
ater had he not been restrained by 
his disciples and by messages from 
certain Asiarchs who were his friends 
and who feared for his life should

THE VITAMINS PILING UP 

Thfe medical scientists who house- 
keep for vitamins have an unman¬ 
ageable lot of charges. It used to 
be that there were but five or six 
vitamins known and they were called 
C and so on. Now chemists 
believe that there are at least eight 
varieties of vitamin B and at least 
ten of vitamin D. One member of 
the vitamin B family is known as 
vitamin G, and another as factor Y. 
Two relatives of the C type are 
known as J and P. 

Perhaps it would be better to call 
each vitamin by its chemical name. 
In such case Vitamin E would be 
known as tocopherol, C as ascorbic 
acid and B2 as riboflavin. People are 
now so used to the name vitamin 
that the change would be confusing. 

The functions of the several vita¬ 
mins are of high interest. The widest 
functioning one is Vitamin A and it 
is the only one which is synthesized 
or activated by animals from their 
plant food. It is found in livers and 
yellow body fat of most animals and 
in be stored up for many months. 

To obtain sufficient vitamin A, the 
diet should contain thin green leaves, 
bright yellow fruits, vegetables such 
as carrots, corn and sweet potatoes. 
Vitamin A prevents night-blindness; 
it Is the most important of all vita¬ 
mins for proper tooth formation in 
growing children and for resistance 
to infection. 

The richest source of the anti¬ 
scurvy Vitamin C, is oranges and 
lemons. Almost any kind of seed, 
kept in water until It sprouts and 
then eaten raw, is a very good substi¬ 
tute. Manual labourers and athletes 
need large quantities of Vitamin C. 
This vitamin mysteriously disappears 
from the bodies of persons having 
tuberculosis. Victim of diabetes when 
given large amounts of Vitamin C, 
usually require smaller doses of in¬ 
sulin. 

Vitamin D regulates the amount of 
calcium and phosphorus which the 
body uses for the building of bones 
and teeth. It is the only vitamin 
which does not occur in plant tissue. 
Its most abundan source is oily fish 
livers and it is generated in the body 
by the ultra-violet rays of the sun. 
Normal adults get all the vitamin D 
they require when they bask in the 
beaches. If they drink lots 
of milk, they need not worry about 
calcium regulation. Milk may be 
’fortified” with vitamin D, and by 
feeding the cows on irradiated yeast, 
that is, yeast treated with ultra¬ 
violet rays. 

Vitamin E comes from wheat germ, 
lettuce and tomato oils. Lack of this
